Mosquito-killing became quite pop- 
ular in the United States, after the 
remarkable results achieved at 
Havana But eterna) vigilance is the 
price of exemption from the mosquito 
pest. It is not impfobaple that the 
health authorities In New Orleans 
have relaxed their vigtlance somewhat. 


But there is 
little doubt that the disease will 
speedily be conquered; for the heroes 
of science who willingly gave up their 
lives at Havana made the way clear. 
The thoroughness with which the 
Amerteans did theif work at Havana 
is demonstrated by the fact that there 
has been practically no recurrence of 
the disease in that city since its dis- 
appearance under the American re- 
gime. It ts possible that the New Or- 
although there have been but few 
cases of the disease on the Isthmus, 
and little fear is entertained of an epi- 
demic there.

W. J. McD, 
ANSWER.—(1) and (2)—You do not 
state the 1 liquor. The assump- 
tion is that Kt is ordinary chlorination 
(salt, sulphuric acid and manganese 
dioxide~or hydrochleric acid and the 
dioxide named.) With hydrochloric 
acid the reaction would be in an inter- 
change between the two atoms of oxy~- 
gen of the manganese dioxide and the 
four chlorine atoms from the hydro- 
chioric acid, the oxygen uniting with 
the hydrogen forming water.

This rock is conveyed through a 
chute to the crusher, and when of the 
proper sise is carried down to the 
mixer, where by machinery, the proper 
amount of cement is mixed with the 
rock, concrete thus made is then 
delivered on cars, which pass on down 
to a cable tramway which takes the 
concrete out over the wall and 
wherever wanted it is dumped. 

There are forty-five cars and a mile 
of track, two big steam scrapers and 
dredges, and over 6000 feet of cable 
tramway. On the core wall the con- 
centrators have nearly 160 men, and it 
is expected that 100 yards of concrete 
will be placed daily, and that 100 sacks 
of cement will be used each day. 

“If we had no cement on the hill,’ 
explained one of the head men today, 
“It would be all sixteen eight-horse 
teams could do to keep us supplied, 
but the company has a great mountain 
of cement on hand in the valley, which 
hag been hauled there du the 
months we were cutting out the hill 
for the core wall.” 

The completion of the reservoir is 
regarded by ranchmen along the Mo- 
jave river as a solution for the storm 
problem which every winter confronts 
them.
